SOCIAL  CONDITIONS . 

Newquay  is  situated  on  the  North  West  Coast  of  Cornwall, 
nearly  midway  between  Bude  and  St. Ives,  in  Lat .50 • 25  N,  and  Long. 5* 5  W. 
The  Urban  District  includes  the  outlying  villages  of  Crantock,  St. 

Columb  Minor,  Trencreek,  Tregurrian  and  Watergate  and  Treninnick. 

These  villages  were  under  the  Rural  District  Supervision  prior  to  1934* 
The"added"area  is  largely  rural  in  character,  and  occupation \  but, 
with  the  progress  of  Newquay  as  a  Health  Resort,  the  villages  taken 
in  have  also  developed,  and  every  year  sees  a  greater  increase  in 
the  number  of  visitors,  who  prefer  to  spend  their  holidays  in  these 
outlying  areas,  rather  than  in  the  more  crowded  town  of  Newquay. 

Newquay  is  essentially  a  maritime  Health  Resort,  providing  accommodation 
for  over  twenty  thousand  visitors  during  the  short  season,  which  lasts 
from  Whitsuntide  to  the  latter  half  of  September \  and  also  for  the 
short  holiday  at  Easter. 

The  Knitting  Industries,  and  Fishing  -  to  an  extent  which  appears  to 
become  less  every  year  -  give  employment  to  a  number  of  the 
inhabitants . 

UNEMPLOYMENT . 

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  unemployed 
during  the  year  1938.  It  was  partly  due  to  the  decrease  in  building 

enterprise^  and  possibly  partly  due  to  the  International  Situation 
in  the  latter  months  of  the  year.

This  is,  it  should  be  noted,  a  ’crude'  rate,  that  is,  it  makes  no 
allowance  for  the  age  constitution  of  the  Newquay  population,  which 
works  unfavourably  in  comparison  with  the  standard  Rate,  because  of 
the  greater  number  of  elderly  people  the  town  contains .

Hospitals. 

Isolation  Hospital.  Situated  at  Trevenson,  one  and  a  half  miles 
from  the  Town,  and^provided  by  the  Local  Authority  for  Small  Pox  and 
other  Infectious  Diseases.  Two  wards  in  one  block.  Four  beds  in 
each  Ward;  with  Nurses^  room,  and  Caretakers’  block.  Management  by 
a  Hospital  Committee,  with  the  M.O.H#  as  its  Superintendent. 


2°  Lewquay  and  District  Hospital.  This  Hospital,  at  present 
22  beds  for  Medical  and  Surgical  Cases,  continues  to  be  of 
assistance  to  the  District.  An  up-to-date  X  Ray  Plant  is

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

A  baby  Welfare  clinic  is  held  once  a  fortnight  during  8  months  of  the 
year.  The  Clinic  is  run  under  the  supervision  of  the  two  midwives  of 
the  district  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends  the  Clinic  for 
the  giving  of  advice  once  a  month. 


SECTION  C,  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

(i)  WfjTBR.'  The  1  own  is  supplied  by  the  Newquay  and  District  Water 
Company,  and  water  is  derived  from  the  following  sources  : 

a.  A  Main  Supply  is  obtained  from  deep  adits  at  Indian  Queens;  and 
Ruthers,  by  gravitation;  and  the  water  is  conveyed  by  iron  pipes  to 
reservoirs  at  Quintrell  Downs,  and  then  by  pipe  line  to  Newquay0 

b.  A  Main  Supply  from  Trewollock,  obtained  by  pumping  from  old  mine 
shafts,  and  adits;  the  water  afterwards  being  conveyed  to  aeration 
and  filtration  plant  at  Fairpark. 

c.  A  Supplementary  oupply  at  Mount  Wise,  Newquay,  obtained  from  a  shaft 
by  pumping. 

No  complaints  were  received  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during 
ohe  year.  1938  was  not  a  drought  year,  although  care  was  required  in 
the  early  part  of  May  to  prevent  a  shortage. 

During  1938  new  sources  of  Supply  have  been  investigated  by  the  Water 
Company.  At  the  present  moment  two  schemes  are  in  view. 


/ 
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lo  A  scheme  to  join  other  urban  and  rural  districts  in  the  County 
to  obtain  water  from  the  De  Lank  River. 

2.  A  scheme  promoted  by  the  Newquay  &  District  Water  Co.  to  obtain 
v/ater  from  the  River  Gannel  and/or  its  sources,, 

There  has  been  considerable  controversy  over  this  matter;  and  the 
subject  is  still  ’’sub  judice”.  In  any  case,  an  increased  source 
of  supply  is  very  necessary,  as  extensions  of  Main  Water  are 
necessary  to  supply  the  Added  Areas  of  Crantock,  Tregurrian  and 
Watergate,  where  well  water  is  still  the  only  supply .  Some  of 
these  wells  are  not  above  suspicion;  and  it  is  of  paramount 
importance  that  precedence  is  given  to  these  areas  immediately. 

These  areas  have  new  been  included  in  the  Newquay  Urban  District 
for  five  years;  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  a  serious  view  may  be 
taken  of  the  fact  that  a  Main  Water  Supply  has  not  yet  been  given 
them. 

The  number  of  samples  of  Public  Water  Supply  taken  for  analyses 
in  various  parts  of  the  district  -  8 

The  number  of  samples  of  Water  from  Tregurrian,  and  Rosemere, 
Watergate  Wells  for  analyses  — -  8 

Rosemere  Well,  Watergate.  Samples  taken  in  February  showed  this 
water  unsuitable  for  domestic  use.  The  proprietor  subsequently 
put  in  a  private  piped  suxjply  from  the  Company’ s  Maine  Samples 
from  the  well  made  in  June  showed  the  Well  water  to  be  satisfactory. 

Tregurrian  Public  Welle 

5  samples  taken  for  analysis  proved  this  water  quite  unsuitable  for 
domestic  purposes,  on  account  of  sewage  pollution;  and  it  was 
found  necessary  to  erect  NOTICES  stating  that  the  water  MUST  not  be 
used  for  drinking  purposes,  unless  BOILED.  It  has  been  approved 
that  the  source  of  supply  to  this  well  be  piped  from  the  source 
of  supply,  and  that  the  well  be  rendered  free  from  surface  and  other 
contamination. 

As  regards  Crantock,  this  outlying  part  of  Newquay  is  extremely 
popular  with  visitors  in  the  Summer;  and  the  local  population  is 
very  much  enlarged.  The  village  is  entirely  dependent  on  wells, 
or  rain-water  catchments  for  its  water  supply.  From  time  to  time 
these  wells  have  been  tested;  and  they  cannot  be  absolutely 
proved  free  from  possible  sources  of  contamination.  In  addition, 
a  Main  drainage  Scheme  is  under  contemplation  for  Crantock;  AND 
IT  IS  an  essential  part  of  that  scheme  that  a  Main  Water  Supply  be 
provided,  in  order  that  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  may 
be  obtained.

29°  3»  38o  ’’This  is  a  very  good  water,  free  from  sewage  contamination, 
and  suitable  for  all  domestic  purposes”. 


9.  5 «  38o  ’’Both  chemical  and  bacteriological  results  are  good;  there

22°  8°  38°  ’’This  water  has  deteriorated  somewhat ,  compared  with  the 
last  results;  but  it  is  not  polluted  to  any  dangerous 
extent,  and  in  its  present  form  it  is  safe  for  drinking

23«  9»  38°  ’’The  chemical  results  are  good,  but  the  bacteriological 

findings  siiggest  some  recent  pollution  to  an  undesirable 
extent” ° 


9°  12.  38°  ’’This  water  is  reasonably  free  from  sewage  contamination, 
and  in  its  present  state  it  is  suitable  for  all  domestic 
uses  including  drinking  purposes”. 

In  view  of  the  deterioration  in  the  reports  of  the  latter  half  of  the 
year  consultations  were  held  with  the  Water  Company.  Analyses  were 
made  by  the  Company’s  Analysts  on  specimens  taken  at  the  same  time  as 
those  taken  by  your  officers. 

No  serious  pollution  has  been  found,  and  the  deterioration  in  the 
reports  have  been  largely  attributable  to  the  increased  presence  of 
Seagulls  on  the  reservoirs.  Steps  have  now  been  taken  to  prevent 
this  pollution. 


SECTION  C° 

(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Routine  Testing  and  Inspections  of  Drains,  and  sewers,  have  been 
carried  out;  and  the  results  are  to  be  found  in  the  Summary  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Annual  Report. 

During  the  year  the  necessary  preliminary  work  on  the  proposed  main 
Drainage  scheme  has  been  carried  out,  and  progress  has  been  such 
that  the  scheme  has  been  placed  before  the  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineers  for  approval.  As  this  scheme  cannot  possibly  be 
completed  within  the  next  two  years,  temporary  expedients  were  carried 
out  to  copg,  with  the  abnormal  flow  during  the  Summer  months. 

Chlorination  Plants,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £315?  were  installed  at 
Trethellan,  and  the  Headland,  and  this  work  vras  successful  in  that  the 
nuisance  caused  by  smell  at  the  outfalls  was  very  considerably  reduced. 
There  were  only  one  or  two  isolated  cases  of  complaints  during  the  year. 

TRENINNICK. 

17  Houses  with  Cess  Pit  Drainage.  This  area  has  been  reported  upon 
yearly.  It  is  recommended  again  that  Main  Drainage  should  be  given  to 
this  outlying  portion  of  Newquay. 

CRANTOCK. 

During  the  year  repeated  attempts  to  obtain  a  drainage  scheme  for 
Crantock  have  been  made.  This  portion  of  Newquay  is  rapidly  growing, 
and  the  village  is  a  great  centre  of  attraction  to  visitors.  The 
inadequate  drainage  of  this  area  was  reported  upon  in  April  and  December 
1936;  January  and  April  1937;  also  during  this  year.  A  Scheme  has  no ioj 
been  presented  to  the  Council  for  the  drainage  of  Crantock  Village;  but 
an  essential  requisite  is  a  piped  water  supply  from  the  Main,  before 
sanction  can  be  obtained  from  the  Ministry.  The  Surveyor*  s  Report  on 
the  conditions  in  Crantock  amply  confirms  the  Reports  made  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself;  and  undoubtedly  progress  must  be  made 
in  this  direction  to  ensure  an  adequate  drainage  system,  combined  with 
a  piped  water  supply  without  further  delay. 
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'SECTION  C.  (Continued) . 


DRii. INAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

During  the  year  the  provision  of  Sev/ers  has  been  extended  on  the  Forth 
Veor  Estate  dealing  only  with  those  houses  abutting  only  on  the  Main 
Henver  Road.  It  is  very  regrettable;  and  in  my  opinion,  the  Local 
Authority  is  laying  up  much  trouble  and  anxiety  for  the  future  in 
allowing  the  enormous  expansion  of  the  Forth  jvrea,  with  Cess  Pit 
Sanitation  only  and  with  no  effort  made  to  go  in  for  a  Main  Drainage 
Scheme.  It  is  understood  that  a  drainage-  scheme  for  this  area  would 
be  very  complex  and  costly  owing  to  the  undulating  area  of  the 
neighbourhood;  but  that  does  not  alter  the  fact  that  the  increase  of 
Cess  Pit  accommodation  in  this  area  will  in  time  prove  a  very  serious 
source  of  trouble  and  possible  ill-health  to  the  Community. 

In  addition  to  the  above  areas,  Watergate,  Tregurrian  will  also  have 
to  be  considered.  It  will  be  recalled  that  this  Council  has  during  the 
year  been  petitioned  by  the  inhabitants  of  Tregurrian  for  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  a  Main  Water  Supply  and  an  adequate  Drainage  System;  but  it  was 
considered  by  this  Authority  that  the  time  was  inopportune. 

I  do  wish  to  make  it  clear  that  when  a  review  is  called  for  by  the 
Ministry  in  the  near  future  as  regards  the  extension  of  boundaries, 
that  this  Authority  will  have  to  render  an  account  of  its  stewardship 
to  the  added  areas;  and  it  may  have  some  difficulty  in  giving  a 
satisfactory  reply. 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  action  has  been  taken  or  required  during  the  year. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

In  Newquay  Proper,  there  are  no  privies,  and  no  Closets  on  the 
Conservancy  System.  Water  Carriage  throughout. 

Trencreek.  A  Main  Sewer  has  been  completed,  and  has  come  into  use  with 
the  erection  of  the  new  houses  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

St.  Columb  Minor.  Generally  connected  with  Sewer.  The  newer  properties 
are  of  the  water  carriage  system,  and  are  provided  with  flushing 
apparatus.  The  older  houses  are  mostly  on  the  slop  closet  system. 

A  few  remaining  are  Pail  Closets,  and  will  be  automatically  dealt  with 
under  the  Housing  Acts  Schemes. 

Crantock.  Part  Water  Closets  connected  to  a  Sewer,  or  Cess  Pits.  A 
Scheme  under  consideration  to  enlarge  Sewer  and  its  connections. 
Treninnick.  The  newer  houses  have  water  closets  to  Cess  Pools,  which, 
as  stated  above,  are  not  adequate  or  satisfactory. 

Tregurrian.  Pail  Closets  generally,  but  a  few  are  water  closets  to 
Cess  Pools. 

Summer  Camping.  There  are  a  number  of  sites  in  the  District  used  for 
Summer  Camping.  These  are  provided  with  water  and  sanitary  conveniences 
viz.  water  Closets,  Elsan  Closets  or  Earth  Closets.  Steps  are  taken  to 
enforce  these  necessary  provisions  upon  the  owners  of  the  land  used  for 
camping.  As  a  result  of  constant  supervision  little,  if  any,  default 
occurs.  It  does  appear  necessary  that  the  Local  Authority  should  have 
complete  control  in  its  Bye-laws  and  Regulations  in  order  that 
indiscriminate  camping  may  be  prevented. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is  undertaken  by 
the  Council  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  For  this 
purpose  one7cubic  yard  SD  Freighter,  and  one  10  cubic  yard  Eagle 
Thornycroft,  and  one  7  cubic  yard  Eagle  Vulcan  are  regularly  employed, 
and  an  additional  vehicle  is  hired  during  the  Summer  months  for  the 
collection  of  trade  refuse. 

As  regards  House  Refuse,  improvement  has  resulted  in  making  the 
occupiers  of  Houses  provide  additional  and  suitable  Bins  with  covers. 
During  the  year  a  new  site  for  the  disposal  of  house  refuse  was 
acquired  from  the  Duchy,  which  is  part  of  the  field  812  Ord.  at 
Trevenson,  the  scheme  being  to  level  up  and  make  land  over  what  is 
practically  a  water-logged  area.  The  method  of  disposal  is  "Controlled 
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It  is 


Tipping” ,  and  the  site  is  kept  in  excellent  condition 
estimated  that  the  site  will  last  for  at  least  5  years 


^  h?6  Councl1  of  emptying  apparatus  for  Cess  Pools  has 

done  something  to  lessen  the  dangers  of  nuisance  arising  from  overflowing 
cesspools  in  the  added  areas.  Many  cesspools  have  been  found  in  an 
unsatisfactory  condition;  and  recommendations  have  n ow  been  laid  down, 

^lni™uin  size  of  the  Pits  in  the  area;  .and  also  instructions 
that  all  roof  water  should  be  discharged  into  properly  constructed 
soakaways. 


LI_fTERo  A  special  sub-committee  was  appointed  at  the  end  of  1,937  to 
oonsider  certain  recommendations  of  the  Medical  Officer,  regarding 
public  cleansing.  As  a  result,  a  set  of  5  improved  Sweepers  Refuse 
l rucks  were  obtained  -  a  great  improvement  on  the  old  carts, 
■additional  litter  collectors  were  employed;  and  a  set  of  litter 

baskets- have  now  been  supplied  to  be  placed  at  suitable  spots  in  the 
Town, 


It  is . again  suggested  that  further  application  be  made  to  the  County 
ouncil  that  a  Byelaw  be  made  to  deal  with  the  "fouling  of  Street 

Paths  by  Dogs”.  This  is  a  most  prevalent  and  disgusting  nuisance  in 
the  area.

The  cases  of  Measles  were  nearly  all  contracted,  as  the  result  of  a 
School  Mistress  returning  to  her  duties  after  the  Xmas  Holidays.  Three 
of  the  Scarlet  Fever  Cases  occurred  locally  and  were  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  as  facilities  were  unsuitable  for  Home  Nursing.  One 
case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  admitted  to  Truro  Isolation  Fever  Hospital,  as 
a  case  of  Diphtheria  was  already  an  inmate  of  the  Local  Fever  Hospital; 
and  further  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  expected,  but  did  not  materialise. 
One  case  of  Diphtheria  was  admitted  to  the  Local  Isolation  Hospital. 

In  this  case,  prophylactic  Immunisation  was  carried  out  on  all  possible 
Contacts;  and  on  those  who  desired  Immunisation.  All  Visitor  Contacts 
were  examined  and  Throat  Swabs  taken.  No  ^further  cases  were  reported. 
Except  for  the  prophylactic  Immunisation  carried  out  as  stated  above, 
no  use  has  yet  been  made  universally  of  Immunisation  against  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Diphtheria.  i-i.rrangements  are  made  that  Antitoxins  against 
Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever  and  Puerperal  Fever,  also  the  Prontosil  group 
of  drugs  are  available  for  Practitioners  in  cases  of  emergency. 
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/isolation  Hospital  Accommodation,  During  the  Summer,  a  situation  arose, 
which  should  receive  attention,  as  it  raises  the  question  as  to  the 
adequacy  of  the  existing  Isolation  Hospital  at  Trevenson.  It  happended 
that  a  case  of  Diphtheria  had  been  admitted  to  the  local  hospital,  and 
further  cases  were  anticipated;  a  few  days  later  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever 
occurred  in  a  small  crowded  lodging  house.  The  child  patient  was  a 
visitor;  and  the  parents  were  small  wage-owners.  Under  the  circumstances 
I  had  to  seek  permission  to  admit  the  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  to  Truro 
Isolation  Hospital.  The  expenses  in  connection  with  this  case  have  been 
very  high;  and  it  is  felt  that  if  the  case  had  been  treated  locally, 
the  expense  to  the  town  would  have  been  negligible.  it  is  understood 
that  SOME  DAY  there  will  be  a  large  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  Eastern 
part  of  the  County;  and  this  fact  should  be  considered  before  any  decision 
is  reached  to  enlarge  our  present  Hospital  for  Infectious  Cases  -  but  I 
do  wish  to  point  out  that  if,  in  any  Summer  Season,  an  epidemic  occurred, 
or  if  two  or  more  types  of  Infectious  Disease  cases  occurred  simultan¬ 
eously,  then  this  Local  authority  will  find  itself  faced  with  very  heavy 
accounts  to  pay,  for  the  treatment  of  these  cases  in  Isolation  Hospitals 
outside  its  jurisdiction,  lit  the  present  time,  the  Local  Isolation 
Hospital  is  scheduled  to  provide  a  minimum  number  of  6  beds  -  but  really 
it  is  impossible  to  take  more  than  four  cases;  and  then  only  two  cases 
if  there  are  both  male  and  female  patients.  And  when  two  different  types 
of  Infectious  Disease  occur  at  the  same  time,  it  is  quite  impossible  to 
deal  with  both  diseases.  The  Hospital  is  not  adequately  equipped  to  deal 
with  cases  which  might  require  Tracheotomy.
